Group IV, claims 24-37, drawn to a method of using tissue binding peptide.

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The method of preparing tissue binding peptides in 
Group I lacks novelty (i.e., it is anticipated by numerous prior art references)- see,e.g., 
Pasqualini, " Organ targeting in vivo using phage display peptide libraries" Nature, 1996, vol. 
380, pp-364-366. See also, Barry, 'Toward cell-targeting gene therapy vectors: selection of cell- 
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binding peptides from random peptide-presenting phage libraries" Nature Medicine, 1996, vol. 2, 
no:3, pp-299-305. See also, Rajotte, "Molecular heterogeneity of the vascular endothelium 
revealed by in vivo phage display 1 ' J. Clin. Invest., 1998, vol. 102, no: 2, pp-430-436. Thus, the 
special technical feature which links the claims does not provide a contribution over the prior art 
(with respect to groups Il-V) so unity of invention is lacking.
